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ALLEGANY COUNTY REPORTS 34 NEW COVID CASES OVER THE WEEKEND

CUMBERLAND, MD — The elevated rate of COVID-19 infections in Allegany County continued over the
weekend with the identification of 34 new cases since Friday. This brings the county’s total cumulative
case count to 699. The latest cases include a male and female age 12 and under, two females and two
males in their teens, two females and four males in their 20s, three females and a male in their 30s, two
females and a male in their 40s, a female and two males in their 50s, four females and five males in
their 60s, two males in their 70s, and a male in his 80s. One of the new cases has been hospitalized.
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
